S ireiwm report us for the triennial period ending with the year 1895 G 6 Tho 
eat full report was for tbo p&naa 1390—93], end two brief reports htvo uw 
been submitted to tho Government of Bengal in 1S&4 and 1803 This report 
will hence deal not only with the facta of the pant year* but also with the full 
details of tlio year* 1893 04 and 3 894 95 

2 During the greater part of tho year just closed tho Bengal Meteorological 
Department vas tinder my control, Mr Pedlar, the permanent incumbent* 
haying been absent on furlough from 12th April lS9o to 20th November 189o 
As stated in the pronoun two reports* 1 also officiated for Mr Pudler from 27th 
Arad te 17th July 1893, when he was absent on privilege leave, and again from 
5th Angtsat to 8th November 1803, when bis services were placed at the disposal 
of Hie Government of India to officiate as Meteorological Reporter te that Gov 
eminent 

3 The changes m the iMlmittifitratio-n of tho Department dtmtig the past 
yeffii bnvo been of minor inqiortance 1 he principles of the working o± the 
Department, explained in previous Administration Iteprats, liavoheen steadily 
maintained, ana no durnges of importance have been introduced throughout the 
triennial period 

4 The number of meteorological observatories submitting reports te the 
Bengal Meteorological Office on the 31st of March 1896 was 71* or one loss than 
that on tho corresponding date of last year The decrease wens duo to the fact- 
that the voluntary observatory at Kahnipong, which was re opened during tho 
year 1804 95 f nfttu haying been in abeyance during 1&P2 ana 1893, had to be 
rinsed* an Mr Sutherland, at whose instance the observatory was started, could 
not arrange to keep it up 

5 It was mentioned in last year's report that arrangements wore mode 
to start a voluntary observatory at the JUnpoota tea estate m Te^pote 
(Assam) The observatory was fully equipped with the meteorological in sir u 
merits necessary foi a third class observatory* and it was started on the 1st of 
April 1895 Mr Welsh* the manager of the tea estate* continued to send m 
accurate observations until September 189a, when bo declined to recoil observe 
turns any longer and the observatory had to be dosed

to the abolition of the Government Telegraph Office at the former station Tha 
inspection was me do when the observatory was in abeyance, and was about to 
be transferred to Narajflnga.ii] Previous to the visit of inspection, the ebser 
vutions were satisfactory, and the instruments were found to be in good 
condition The bibuayar Observatory when inspected was very unsatisfactory 
Since the inspection., the reports, though still at times of doubtful value, havo 
shown considerable improvement 

The remaining foul second class ohservutenes, vir, Sikhar m Assam, 
Coamada in Madras, and Falw Jt'omt and Banff qt Man# m Bengal could not bo 
inspected during the past three years Their condition can hence bo judged 
only by the character flf the obseLvations submitted In the case of btlcAar no 
improvement seema to havo been made by the observer m the accuracy of his 
observations Hut as the observatory has not been inspected for many years, 
it cannot be said with certainty whether the doubtful observations are due to 
the change of corrections of' the instruments or to the carelessness of the 
observer The obsirvei at Coccmda, Mr Gaetano, continued to submit very 
accurate observations The extra observations during stormy weather aro also 
submitted with great promptness Bangor hiamd and Fatw Point axo two of the 
moat important stations in connection with the storm warning system, and 
reports received from them are of the greatest value m dutermmmg the pro 
fa able paths of cyclonic storms It is much to fao regretted that for some time 
observations taken at both of these places cannot no relied on as certain to be 
correct, and I have hesitation in acting on them without support from neighbour 
mg stations 

13 Third dost ofoervatwtea —There are 37 observaton&a of this class under 
the lkngal Reporter (of which 1 is in Burma, 4 in Madras, and 33 in Bengal) 
Out of these 67 observatories, 30 were inspected during the triennial period 
in question 

JrmA was found to be in good condition on both the inspections, and the 
observations havo been trustworthy with the exception of those of the Barometer, 
which have at times been carelessly taken Balarm* Bankvra^ Bogra, Buiar, 

Chaib n,T5ifl, Ohdfra t Kruhnagari Mat\han } D^mka, Noakhcth, Part, Rampur 
Boalta, Strajganjy and Tauop when inspected were found to be in good condi 
tion The observations submitted have ohm been generally accurate Bam#( 
was inspected during each of the post three years On the first and third 
occasions it was m an unsatisfactory condition On the second occasion the 
condition was satisfactory The observer is careless, and his observations are 
tainted by numerous errors Bhagaipu r was found to be in good condition on 
both inspections Judging from the observations submitted, the observer seems 
to know his work well Dthn was fur some time past in an exceedingly bad 
condition Whom visited in September 1803 it was not satisfactory, and maocu 
rate observations continued to be submitted even after the inspection Shortly 
after that there was a change of observer* and when the observatory was 
inspected again m March 1395, it was found to be in good condition The obser 
vaticms submitted grace the time of the second inspection have been fairly 
accurate Dmiypur wee inspected m August 1394, when the observer was lato 
in attendance and the condition of the observatoiy was bad The observer was 
fine&Ks 10 On the second inspection m September 1895 the observer was 
punctual in attendance* and the condition of the observatory much better The 
generaLcharacter of his observations u fair Fandpur, when inspected id August 
1893, was found to he m a most unsatisfactory condition The instruments 
bad been neglected, and the observer was extremely careless m his work The 
observations are of very doubtful value Babu Mukund Lai, the observer at 
Gay a i in spite of the repeated wammgi, continued to be a most careless observer 
The observatory was inspected m July 1894* when it vu far from bomg in a 
satisfactory condition Th* observer was, however, given another chance, and 
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the obseryaWy was again inspected m March 180S As there dud not appear 
to he any improvement id tho condition of the observatory nr m the value of the 
observations token, tbo ob^Tvor was dismissed, and, with the permission of 
the GoVern in m t of Itenga), the Civil Hospital Assistant attached to the cholera 
hospital waft appointed observer Jalpaigttn, when inspected m April 1894, 
was found to be m good condition, but on the second visit m March 1895 d 
was in a disgraceful condition The observer woe dismissed, end the matte? 
reported to the Government of Bengal and the postal authentic* It was ogam 
visited m August 1895, when everything vba found to be m good order Tha 
observations submitted during December 1894 and the early part of 1895 were 
worthless, but since the arrangement mode by tbo Postmaster General, Bengal, 
regarding the performance of the meteorological work by the head clerk of the 
Superintendent of Poet Offices, Jalpaiguri Division, came into force, there has 
been groat improvement Jesaarf, when inspected in November 1894, was 
found to be m cWge of a temporary observer, who appeared not to have boon 
properly trained and who allowed the instruments to get out of order He 
was fined for carelessness In August last the obwrratory was again visited, 
when the condition of the observatory was found to have improved The old 
observer has loturned from leave and taken up his meteorological duties This 
observer (Ltabu l J aresh Noth Roy Chowdhury) has served m tins Department 
with credit for a long timo Hence it is much to be regretted that during 
tbo past cold season he submitted erroneous observations of the dry minimum 
thermometer foi days together Malda, when inspected in November last, was 
fa tin d to bo m an extremely bud condition The details of the inspection will 
ne given later on The observations submitted have always been of doubtful 
value The obsurvatoiy at Mtdsaparv was instated in February 189y, when tilt 
minimum thermometer was found tchavo a dopruut of spirit in the upper pait of 
the tube The stem of the wet bnJb hygiomotor just above the bulb was 
tDerusted, and all the instruments wore dusty The observatory, on the whole, 
was in a very unsatisf&oteiy condition at tbo time of inspection The observu 
toons submitted have, however, been fairly accurate Tim Mtizafurpur Ohserva 
tory was inspected in July 1894, whan almost all the lnstrumonte were 
found to liavo been very much neglected, more especially the anemometer and 
the wind vane 1 ho observer was fined Rs 5 The observatory was again 
inspected in November last, when it was still m an unsatisfactory condition, 
Details ot inspection will bo given later on This station has always boon 
mtsBJtufftctery I'urti&t was uispouted m August 1894 The bulbs of the 
wet thcrmomctera were found ennustyd, and thoio was & deposit of spurt in 
tho uppor part of the tube of the wet minimum thermometer Thp observer 
at the tuno of inspection was a new man, and Ina method of taking observations 
was in some respects defective In February 1898 the observer went away on 
icave, and the observations submitted by the officiating observer for some tmie 
were erroneous was twice inspected during the past three yearn On 

both these necaaiona it was found m on umatisfadoiy condition, chiefly owing 
to frequent change of observers It is at the present tune one of the worst 
statutes m Bengal Rangpvr whan inspected in March 1894, was unsatisfactory, 
and tho observer was fined for neglecting the instruments It was again 
inspected m September 189 j, when i 4, was in a fairly satesfactoiy condition 
Mpiiitftinj was visited font times during the past three years It appears that 
sin re tho transfer of Babu Baburam Ash, the Naur of the subdivisions! office

4 Contad&fi i emigrant *—There wore three kccneed coutiaotorB during 
1895 Their depths were situated in the suburbs of Calcutta There were 
mx recruiters working under these contractors, thirteen less than in 1894* but 
the number of emigrants registered roao from 3,237 in 1894 fp d,6&3 in 1895 
Of the 3,691 registered during the year, 3,600 were registered in the 24 Tar 
g&u&9 and 93 in Burdwfln The high average number of emigrants uullentod 
by each licensed nxnntor is accounted for by the fact that the contractors 
take over or rather pm chase cuobcs collected uudoi the so called free emigre 
tion system and get them registered by their hcenjBod recruiters immediately 
before taking them to the contractors 1 depots Ihis means that the provisions 
of the Inland Emigration Act ore evaded , advantage is takon of thqm to have 
the emigrants 1 etui tracts registered, hut tho piogrcHs of those emigrants, a a net 
aupei vised until they enter the depots nor am tiity given a chance of refusing 
to bind themselves until they reach Calcutta 

5 f l he whole number (3,893) recruited was despatched to the depots at 
Calcutta, but there were 17 deseitions and 3 discharges between registration 
at hoaldoh and arrival at the contractor^ depots, w that only 3,673 arrived them, 
the total casualties having amounted to 0 54 per cent as compared with 
5 62 per cent m the previous year During their stay m the deputy there was 
afuithor redaction of 123, or 3 29 per cent, owing to tho discharge of 62 
emigrants, the desertion of 54, and the death of 7 > already 64 were in the 
depots on the that day of the year, end one child wan bom there, so the

We, the members of the Select Committee appointed to consider the Bill to 
farther amend the Bengal Municipal Act, 1S84, hare the honour to submit the 
following report —

2 We have amonded aectitm. 3 of the Bill referred to us no nb to confer the 
right of rating at municipal elections on all persons who have pud or been 
assessed to income tax, and wo have also extended the franchise given by 
proviso (8) to section 15 of the Act to licentiates of Government Vernacular 
Medical Schools and revenue agents Ah some of the opinions indicate that 
section 15 m its present form is liable to bo misunderstood wo h&vo added 
OH explanation winch expresses m popular language the extent of the power 
which the Government pouches under the present law of prescribing by rule 
the qualifications required to entitle any parson to vote 

3 At the instance of the Magistrate of Dacca and the Municipal Comima 
BionCra of Dacca and Nanungaii], we bave introduced a section amending section 
30 of the Act so ns to provide a remedy if a Chairman or Vice Chairman fade 
to call a special meeting when required to do so 

4 We have amended section 80 of the Act by providing that tho Municipal 
Fund shall not he applied to the training and employment of female medical 
practitioner* or to veterinary purposes unleM the CommuiHionorei are satisfied 
that the other object! of Municipal expenditure which they consider more 
important have been sufficiently provided for 

5 To the same section we have eddad a clause ensbbng the Comrms 
tiopete to pay from the Municipal Fund tbe travelling expense* of delegates 
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attending meeting's held under the Indian Councils Act, lfi&2, for the purpose 
of recommending persons to bo nominated $a Mumbers of the Lieutenant- 
Governor^ Conned 

ft Wo have adopted n suggestion made by the Commissioner of Patna that 
a separata account ahull bo kept of receipts and expenditure relating to hospitals 
and dispensaries, as is dene ill the ouhcs of water ra*e, lighting rate and heuso 
service tecs 

7 On the at ioti g ropi osculation of several Mumcipditje*, we have 
mnunded sections 142 and I47A of the Act, and have addon an explanation to 
those sections, with the object of removing tbo difficulties which bate been felt 
in interpreting the word l * habitually 1 " m section 142 

S In order to legalise o practice which has prevailed for soma time post in 
tbo town of Nosimbaii, and winch other municipalities are understood to be 
anxious to adopt, we have amended section 279 of the Act so as to admit of 
water rate varying wirh tbo distance of housed or lands from the nearest stand 
pipe or other sonrie of supply, and of a higher rate being levied from premi&es 
to which communication -pipis arc attached 

9 We havo amended section 322 of the Act m order to enable the Gnm- 
niiSSicttcTK to debit to the house sauce fees a reasonable pi opart ion of the tost 
of then- general collecting and supervising staff 

10 At the suggestion of Bevel ul municipalities, we have added to section

3 The fetal number of admissions wuh IttS ugarest 160 in the previous 
yuar, a decccaso occurring in ell the asylums enocpt Dullunda, where the number 
of admissions rose from 40 to til The number of re admission rose from 20 
in 1004 to 23 in 1895 Thirteen of those occurred in Dacca, mid included ten 
criminals, eight of whom were sent bank after Inal, and two re admitted from 
jail, and three non criminals, two of whom had been discharged from the asylum 
alter temporary recovery* while ouo had been made over toTiis friends us barm 
lues, and had been found by them unmanageable Of the 184 lunatics admitted 
and re admitted m the five native asylums during the year, 102 were criminal and 
83 nod criminal, against 198 and 92 respectively in the previous year Thu numbci 
of criminal lunatics remaining in confinement on the 31*1 December 1805 was 
470, against 463 at the end oT the previous year, the oumboi of non criminal 
lunatics being 451 against 480 Oi the total numbor of criminal lunatics in 
confinement, 1S5 had been tnod and acquitted on tho ground of renanity* 255 
wore detained as incapable of making a defence, and JO were persons who* while 
undergoing imprisonment m jail, had become insane andliad been transferred to 
an asylum The numbers under each of these categoric m 1894 were 185* 
252 and 26, respectively The statistics of the last eleven years, which art 
given m the report, show that the daily average strength of criminal lunatics 
him risen since 1085 from 372 to 463

G In statement Vlf, which shows the alleged causes of insanity, SI cases 
out of tho 184 admitted are entered as duo to gewja smoking, 1 to bhang, 5 to 
alcohol, L to other intoxicants [including dhatnra), 8 to heredity, 8 to epilepsy, 
and 9 to other physical eauecw Twenty two are ascribed to moral causes, 
and 114 are included in the column “Unknown” The reduction of 19 
in the number of cases attributed to ganja smoking ifl flftid to be the result of 
the more careful enquiries and diagnosis suggested by the Hemp Drugs Com 
mission Only those coses arc now put down to ganja m which indulgence 
in this drug is found to be the predominant factor, and not merely one amoiK 
several possible uiusea of insanity The descriptive rojla of lunatics arc also, 
it is Stated, prepared with greater oare 

7 1 he average daily number of wok rose during the year from 55 41 
to 58 81, and the number of adtmmona to hospital increased by 27fl The 
number of deaths* however, was no higher (7fi) than m the previous year, the 
death rate being 8 15 against 8 19 in 1894 This proportion, as the Inspector 
General points out* is not only less than m any other province of India, hut oven 
compares favourably with that of tho borough and county asylums of England 
Sickness was most prwtdont in tho Dulluiida Asylum, where tho number of 
admissions to hospital roso fiom 388 to 540, the chief causes being malarial fever 
and influenza It is satisfactory to note that, with the exception of a single 
case in each of the atyluins of Dullunda and Patne* cholera, though prevalent m 
the surrounding ureas, was practically absent from the asylums, and that no case 
of small pox occurred Inference is made m the report to at) opinion expressed by 
Surgeon Colonel Hutcheson, while officiating as Inspector General, as to “tho 
unsut lability of certain kinds of labour exacted from the insane m Bengal 
This opinion does not appear to have been communicated to Government, and the 
Lieutenant Governor dearies that the subject mav now bo dealt with in a special 
report Lunatics sliouid certainly not bo call of upon to do anything that can 
bo properly described as penal labour, imd the chief, if not the only ohjnct of 
requiring them to work at all, is to provide them with sumo sort of occupation 
winch will keep them from moping In order to moot the case of lunatics of 
filthy habits, the system of spreading a thick layer of dry earth over the entire 
floor of all sleeping w&ida was introduced at Patna and Dullmdu At the 
former place, whons tho climate is dry* it appears to have worked well, at the 
latter the visitors raised objections* and the practice has been discontinued, 
pending consideration of an alternative proposal for levelling the asphalt of the 
fiooru and pointing the walla so m to enable tho wards to be properly cleansed 
with water, which was kid on for thin puruoie some years ago 

8 The numbei of injuries and accidents roue from 17 to 32, eighteen of 
which occurred at DuUunfa At this asylum one lunatic was drowned end 
another died from rupture of tjie splonn caused by ill treatment by a warder 
assisted by two lunatics The warder was convicted by tliaSoBuons Court* and 
sontenend to rigorous imprisonment fur four years One cose of suicide occurred 
at Dacca and another at Patna, end m each the warders on duto wore punished 
for carelessness Towards the end of the year two onnnn&i lunatics escaped, 
one from Dacca and the other from Borhampore, and hod not been recaptured 
One warder was dismissed and several others fined

Rule 9 of tho Dispensary Manual permit# local authorities to appoint 
medical (subordinates of th$ Govumiocnt establishment to dupen^anuH in 
CUk& II, and requires them to do so in the case o i dispcnsanos situated at the 
head quarters of districts or subdivisions Under tho existing rules those 
subordinates, whether Assistant Surgeons cr Civil Hospital Assistants,, am 
entitled to promotion after seven year# 3 service in their grado, on passing a 
professional examinntmn When each promo felons occur, local authorities are 
usually unwilling to -jccop* the mcro&s&a charge for salary, and Government 
is asked either to replace tho medical officer by one of a lower grade, or to 
moot the difference in pay fiuan Rrotincial Funds The transfer of officers on 
promotion causes, howtrfer, much hardship to them, and more especially affect* 
those id the higher grades, while at the same time it interferes greatly with 
tho efficient management of dispensaries 

2 In order to avoid theuCi disadvantages, it was decided, m 1893 that 
the increased pay to which a medical subordinate m charge of a local fund 
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dispensary becomes entitled on pi emotion to a higher grade, would be mot from 
Provincial revenuosiL, if tbs local body could show to tho satisfaction of 
Government that they were really unable, owing to financial pwwote, to bear 
the increased cliarge This polity IB fitiil puramd m dealing with such eases, 
but experience has shown it to be wanting irt finality, and to cause much 
inconvenience to Government, the local bodies, andthoofftoorn concerned The 
Government of India have now expressd their approval of the introduction o£ 
a system which is m forco in the North Western ProvincoB, and under which 
the contribution by a local body of s fixed sum calculated on tho overage pay 
of o particular class of medical officer entitles it to the remote of ou officer 
of that class without rcfircnco to grade This system was also i ocoimnended 
by the Committee appointed to repent oil the questions of the pay, potation and 
prospects of Assistant kingdoms,. and the Lieutenant Govomoi, after carefully 
considering the subject, is of opinion that it promise* to work ruoio smoothly 
than the one already in force in Bengal It will equalise the don sumls on local 
authorities, and wilt flacure them from thouo frequent change* which nro unpo 
pul nr m thcmselvos and disastrous in their effect on dispensary administration 
At tho Eup&a tuna it will enable Government to provide permanent appointments 
for senior officers of tho service, and thus to 1 amove a long felt giievanco of 
the subordinate medical services Hia Honour accordingly directs that tho 
following clause bo added after clause 2 of rule 9 of the Dispensary Manual — 

w Eor the purp^sM- of this rule tho nawm pay of an Aefejstant Sus^gi^oii wdl he CMumed 
to bo Hb ISO per mensem stiiI that of & Ci\d Hospital A p^ieiant Be and tocftt aatho 
nfiefi will ho required te pay tliobo muss nito tho troftHojy tali yeejiy m, Juno and December 
irrelative of tho actual pay tvE the officer appointed 11 

3 Thia rule will coma into force fmm the I at April 1397, and District 
Boards and Municipalities should frame their budgets accordingly The actual 
pay and leave allowances of these uflicers will be a direct charge against the 
Provincial Revenues in the first instance, and as the allowances of such ofheera 
during privilege luivo ane payable by the local bodies, these should also bo 
calculated for the periods of such leave on tho average rate now fixed Cases 
whore the application of this rule wdl canso hardship or inconvenience, or will 
conflict with pledge* already given, will bo specially considered The Hums 
annually duo on account of the pay and privilege leave allowances of medical 
subordinates should be paid into the local treasury half yearly

RATHJATEA CEREMONY 


The Hon'ble Bi3u Sueekdiiasatij Bxetbrjee asked— 

Is it true, a§ stated in th e IlUah:tdi newspaper of the 26 th June, that 
the Magistrate of Miduapoi e has interfered with the Rathjatra ceremony hy 
imposing a fee varying from He 4 to Rs 16 an eYcry Hath or holy car 7 Jn 
the Government aware that there are poor people who do not spend more than 
six or botch rupees par annum nx all open performing this religious ceremony, 
nod that it will be a groat hardship to them if they are not allowed to perform 
this ceremony without paying such a heavy annual fee? Will the Gov&rn* 
in stit kindly state what steps-, if any, it intend* to take in this matter V 

The Hou’ble Ma Ji islet replied — 

"The facts of the ease are these —It is the duty of tho Magistrates to soe 
that Rath processions are so conduct-oil as not to endanger life Accordingly 
the Magistrate of Miduaporo issued in lS8y an order on the owners of a cutjsid 
arable number of large cars requiring them, before using the cars, to obtain a 
certificate of soundness of the woodwork and ropes from a Public Works or 
District Hoad Committee’* officer not under tho rank of a Bub Overseer This 
system of examination has been m force ever since without objection This 
year it was pointed out to the Magistrate by the District Engineer that the 
examination of these cars was not part of the ordinary dukes of the officers of 
the District Hoard, and that a fee varying according to the distance to be 
traveled from the head quarter* should be allowed Recognising the fairness 
of thus claim, the Magistrate fixed a fee of from Ha 4 to Rs 16 It appears that 
41 applications for examination were received, m only 23 ol which fees were 
charged The Magistrate reports that whatever objection* ware made either on 
tho ground of the cars being too email to require examination, or of the owner 
bring too poor to pay the fee, wore fully considered, and that in only one case 
has ho since learnt that the owner was not fully able to pay 

“The Double Member can seethe Magistrate's report if he decree to 
peruse li ”

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on reviewing; the Excuse Returns that breaches of the Law were not being *de 
qu&tely dealt with, ‘drew the attention of the Deputy Magistrate to the question 
of the amount of punishment m Excise oases/ and remarked that c the general 
tendency is to be far too lenient] especrnhy in tort oases ’"

TEXT BOOKS IN GOVERNMENT EXAMINATIONS 

The Ho&’bb Babu SttBBfDBAHATH BaHSEUEE asked— 

With reference to the reply given at the meeting of the Council on 
the llth July lost m answer to my question regarding tho text books prescribed 
for the different oxflminationB and other cognate matters, tho Hon’ bid Mr 
Fitmoane stated, among other things, that as regards thosa examinations which 
are under the Lieutenant Governors control, u tho books are read during a two 
year* 1 course, and in so far as they a^e fixed by the Department, they aw 
changed cither wholly or partially from year to year, so as to encourage men 
torious authors and text book* and to avoid anything bko a monopoly " F 
have now to ask whether it u not the case that— 

A book on Hygiene, written by the Secretary of the Text book Coni 
nut toe, who is a high Government official, has been in uso as tbo 
text book in Bengali for the Middle Vernacular Examination for 
more than twenty five years F 

(J) Another book, a History of Bengal written m Bio Bengali language, 
has been in use for nearly twenty years for the tipper 
Primary Examination ? 

Whether tho Government, in view of the fact that tho books referred to 
in the first part of tbe question have so long been m use against tho declared 
policy of tbo Govomment not to encourage monopoly will consider the 
propriety of erubatatoting other boobs for them? 

The Hon’ble Ha Fist c can a replied — 

“ In the statement laid upon the table in connection with my reply to 
the Hon’blo Member 11 * question on the some -abject pat on the 11th July, 
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tbs two hooka referred. to in kid present question were specified u permanent 
text books My observations that certain books were changed from year to 
year by the Department did not apply to these or to other text’boohs, id 
subjects other than Bengali literature, which are described oh permanent m 
the statement

(a) The book on Bygieno {SmsiAy Rahhn, by Eai Eadbikn Fras&nnx

books ** 

NON PROVISION OF APPARATUS FOR MIDDLE AND UPPER 

PRIMARY SCHOOLS

school a and Upper Primary schools flic wholly nn provided with apparatus 
or appliances for showing any experiments in connection with the teaching of 
Physics, and, os a matter of fact, tho subject is taught without tlio help of 
expoi intents?

The Hon’ble Mfl FlHDOiUE replied — 

il Elementary scientific teaching has always formal part of the Middle 
and Upper Pmonry standard b, in accordance with accepted vn ws a^ to the 
utility of that subject of instruction It would bo impossible to require 
the 6,000 schools of these claa&ra n\ Bengal to provide thenuelves with apparatus, 
even of & simple character Piopoaals arc now'under con&idi ration for 
introducing a graduated course for Primary find Middio schools, to include 
—besides elementary notion of Physics—Natural History, Sanitation -md 
Agriculture, illustrated as for as powble by object lemons 

“Science is introduced, into Middle and Upper Primary schools, because 
the great majority of tho pupils attending those schools complete their oducation 
at the Middle standard In the University course elementary scaenoo forms 
part of the Matriculation standard, but the definite study of physics and 
eJbpmiBtry is postponed to the First Arts stege, to which the great majority o£ 
matriculated students proceed ■* 

UPPER FRIMARY EXAMINATION 
The Hott'bk Mb A M Robb asked— 

la it tho fact that a student may appear at the Middle Vernacular 
Scholarship Examination without previously passing either the Upper Primary 
or the Lower Primary Examination ? 

Is it also tho foot that in the same way students have hitherto been allowed 
to appear in the Upper Primary Scholarship b»m matron without previously 
passing tho Lo-wor Primary test, but "by a recent Circular (18— 10 of 1604] this 
privilege has been withdrawn in the case of the Upper Primary 1 summation, 
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elo one being permitted to appear in it unless he hue. passed the Lover Primary 
atemdord ?

Will the Government Ih> pleased to consider the dasirability q£ continuing 
the pitsent practice and not adding to the number of examinations m which a 
candidate for the Upper Primary Examination must appear ?

“ f ho facta are as stated in the questum The Circular referred to waa 
iwuad in lay k in conformity with the opinion of inspecting officers, who were 
practically miamranuH m favour of requiting every boy of the third class of an 
Upper Primary school to appeal at and to pass the Lower Primary Examination 
U a condition of promotion to the second class, and of Subsequent adanwiun 
to the Upper Primary scholarship examination An Upper Primary school m 
merely a development of a Lower Primary school, and was edwayi intended 
to teach the full Lower Primary course at the oorresprmding stage It was found 
that some Upper Primary schools neglected these useful subjects of mstructipiL, 
which do not form part of the Upper Primary standard The ord^r in question 
was intended to restore these schools to their original constitution, and to keep 
them an genuine Pi unary schools, rather than as mutilated Middle schools in 
which the interests of the agricultural population would be neglected To 
make the passing of the Lower Primacy standard a condition of eligibility for 
the Upper Primary sohularsbip is also in conformity with Sir Gco/gc Campbell 1 s 
intention, iu framing a chain of scholarships by which the gifted aon of a ruiyat 
might bo enabled to pajss on to the highest University degree v

effoctni safeguard again Rt such a proceeding on tho part oi tho Government

much! air«4 of, that 4# to say, to control the power of the Government 
m those tufitters end have them determined by an Act of the legislature 
1 hare dtjI y heard a few iwwb* which ought to be answered m counectnm 
with this measure My hon’blo friends who intend to vote agamst me on this 
occasion would like to giva the Government a latitude to frame rule*, in other 
words, to give on elaetmity to the provisions of the Act, whub u a favourite 
expression with some of them As for that I havo only to submit that 
elasticity will not bo wanting if the Government would move the Legislature 
from time to time to amend the law as may be found convenient* and not leave it 
to bo done by framing rules It is also said that by leaving this power m the

person* who are not reforrad to iti that proviso shall be entitled to veto ’ 
That i$ something which appears to me—1 will not soy uhsuid—but something

it still higher at Re 3 yon poflHihJy disenfranchise three fourths of the piosont 
voters Do the other h&mi, by putting it very low, yon can swamp a number 
of voters to whom yon hare given the right and privilege Yon minimise the

imnchiae But even taking 10,000 to be residing m mufa«al towns, they repre¬ 
sent a oonsidorftble number of intelligent people who ought to be invested 
with the franchise It might be said why not include those who have paused 
inmUr eaaaunattoos in opnnection with the English Univsifsrtle*; l have not 
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the slightest objection lo widen the scope of my BmendcionE But I loot upon 
thifl mutter from a practical point of view How insignificant must bo the 
nunibei of English graduates in mufiuanl towns in Bengal, an com pared with 
the number of Indian graduates I proceed on the actual lines of the Act and

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PHOTEOTIOIf OF WOMEN IN KYMENSINGH 

Thu Hon’ble Baku S un ath fUmraiEE asked— 

Whether tli d attention of tha Government haa been called to a state 
ment which flppoeuod m the Charu Afiitr of MynienBin^h to the effort that a 
□umber of litdma*hes earned etf the daughter of one Kum&n Olmndaliiu, of 
Bsjiporo, and committed outrages on her? Is it tho case that the Judge m 
Bontcnumg tile accused to so toil years'* rigorous impmonmeut remarked —-'I 
have aircudy called attention to the need of protection of women ill this 
district?” Will the Government be pleased to state what action it has taken 
to ensure this protection ? 

The Hon'ble Me Ribley replied —- 

u The attention of the Government has been drawn to the statement referred 
to The accused arretted in the case of Kuman Chandalim were fortunately 
convicted, and sentenced to imprisonment for seven years each The Judge 
remarked, before passing sentence, that he had already called attention to the 
need women have for protection in the district, but this remark referred 
evidently to observations made by him id a previous case, when tho accused 
were also convicted for air outrage on a young woman, and m both oases tho 
remarks were intended by him to explain the seventy of the sentences passed 
Tho Judge ha* not addressed the Government as to the necessity for special 
measures for the protection, of women in Mymonsingh Such measures have, 
however, boon taken by tho Magistrate's orders on the occasion of the Ashtami 
bathing festival, and tho Commissioner has been instructed to renew them 
annually so long as necessity for them appeals to oust As regards isolated 
outrages on women which might occur anywhere and at any time during the 
year, it is itnpoHHiblo to take special measures It may be hoped that the 
severe punishments winch have been inflicted in Kumun ChandalmiA and the 
previous case will have a salutary effect m deterring the bod characters who 
are disposed to this kind of crime I he Lieutenant Governor has also directed 
that the mont experienced and reliable police officers available should always 
bo deputed to investigate th-eve cases whenever they occur, and the District 
Superintendent of Police haa been instructed to give his special attention to the 
cases 

u The Magistrate reports that these offences are usually committed! by low 
class Muhammadan loaf era of loose character, who, under Act X of 1872, could 
have boon dealt with under section 505 as persons of notoriously bad livelihood 
or dangerous character, but who cannot be reached under section 110 of the 
proeent Criminal Procedure Code ” 

SERIOUS ALLEGATIONS AGAINST Me ADfSLIE 

The Hobble Baku EusfcND&ANAra BAjrmjiSE sakei— 

Has the attention of the Government been drawn to bo me paragraphs 
published in the Hitaiadi newspaper of tho 8th Juno, m which tome serious 
allegations arc made against Mr Amalie, the Subdiviaicmal Officer of Govmd 
pur ? Ia it the case that Mr Amalie harassed witnesses and parties by 
causing them to follow him from camp to tamp and by holding tfy tehenet in tho 
mufassal, but not always in tho places notified ? Is it true that he struck off 
from hits file seven out of nine cases on the 11th May last, three out of m cues 
on the lSth, and four out of eight cases on the 15th, the parties not having been 
able to And out his camp and attend m tune and committed several other 
irregularities referred to in the same paper 7 If so, will the Government take 
any steps to prevent a recurrence of similar proceedings in futon ? 

The Hon'bla Me Rislby replied — 

** The attention of the Government was drawn to the paragraphs referred 
to, and the Ocmmiwmer was requested to issue instructions to Air Amalie to 
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make tetter arrangements lor the convenmnco el parties in future Thai has 
been done h and the Lieutenant Governor trusts that similar cause for complaint 
will net recur The figures in the paragraphs m question are generally, though

(1) Whether it is true,, as stated in tile newspapers, that Mr Morehead, 
Deputy Ganumssioiits 1 of Fnnaba, directed Bnbu Upendra Chandra Maokerjee, a 
Deputy Magistrate, at the instance of the District Superintendent pf Felice, to 
withdraw an order for bad issued by the said Deputy Magistrate in respect of 
some persons charged with an offence und$r section d92, I P C, end tout in. 
consequence the order was withdrawn and the prisoners were remanded to jajJ n 
where they remained from the 0th June to the 1st July, when they were crdoied 
to be released after a full investigation by the said Deputy Magistrate? 

(2) Is it the com that the Deputy Commissioner, in the order directing 
the withdrawal of the bail bond, laid down the dictum that 11 when accused

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eonId not assume that there were no reasonable grounds for the botiouj 
charge against the accused, requested the Deputy BJapatrato to recall the 
bail and commit the accused to custody The bail was accordingly 
not allowed, end the accused remained in custody On the 10th the Deputy 
Magistrate toot up the Case and examined eumu witnesses, and rejected an 
application then made to him for bail, wishing to hear further evidence Tha 
bearing was postponed to the 37th, ana thence to the 39 ch, for want of time 
and On the latter date a charge was framed against the accused un dor section 992, 
Indian Penal Code There were then further adjournments to the 30th June, 
and the 1st, 2nd, and 3rd July, and finally, on the last date, the accused were 
acquitted, no witnesses for the defence having been examined, and only one of 
the witnesses for the prosecution having bean cross examined after tho drawing 
ufn of the charge 

^ There is no doubt that Mr Morahend was technically wrong in the order 
which he phased requesting the Deputy Magistrate to recall tbs hail The 
mistake was, however, made in good faith, through misapprehension as to his 

J udicial authority The Deputy Magistrate's order allowing hail,, with which 
ia interfered, appears, moreover, to hare been wrong The Deputy Magu 
irate should not have passed that order without first satisfying himself that 
there was some doubt as to tho truth of the charge Ho actually refused bail 
on the 19th June after hearing some of tha witnesses, and ho also drew up a 
charge against the accused, tlms showing that he considered a printA jacw 
cue to hare been made out against them It would appear that he allowed 
bail on the 9th merely because he had decided to postpone the case for 
10 d&yl r and not because be then entertained doubt aa to the guilt of tha 
accused

The Hon ble Badii Gtffttf PxOfltJAo ban said — fi Before proceeding to move 
the firet amendment which stands in my name, I should like to know, through 
the tlon'ble Member who ropicfionts the Local Government in rotation to this 
Bill, whether tho hrge clatois ot carters, who have enjoyed tho privilege of voting 
dining the ]aat twtlie years, will, with the present dohmticm of tho word 'rates' 
m its most restricted sense, still have that privilege, that ns to auy, wholhpi. the 
rules wilt confer the franchise un this It»igu hotly cf men I may add that 
sLctniu 15 now giYCBttiB Government power to deal with smell c&h^is, oven if thev 
dn not fall undci the provisoes of that section under the explanation added 
to it n 


The llon f blo Mw Fisli y and I understand the Hou’ble MunbeFs mtvn 
tnrin is to oiler to withdraw the amend ment, of which he has given nonce As 
he has so gracefully rotirid fit in tho uncompromising portion he toot up the 
other day, and is content to leave the matter to the disci etion of Government,

been made m the Calcutta Municipal Act to legalise the expenditure of a certain 
euhi of money upon the maintenance of ‘free libraries, ’ atid them is a similar 
provision in tlie Bombay Municipal Act (VT of 1373} It is not with the 
object of incorporating into the Bengal Municipal Act provisions which are 
found in the Calcutta Municipal Act and the Bombay Municipal Act, that I 
press tins amendment for the consideration of Hon’bto Members, but because the 
wont of libr&nes has been sadly felt m mufu^al Municipalities I am person 
ally aware that in Hoogiily there is a library established by the munificence of 
the local zaiutndtira for the use of the public, some thirty years ago, and there are 
still funds amounting to about Rs $,Q00 in the hands of the Collector of Hooghly, 
who is the trustee of that libiary This Jihs ary had its subscribers, bnt they 
have ceased to pay, and the library 1 a now shut up, as it now receives no 
support at all from any quarter With the extension of education and a 
consequent mu ease m the number of educated rate payers such a prevision 
lias become absoluklv noeefltary, and I hope the Council wd! see its way to 
accept the amendment >? 

The ELoi/blo Maui Vi MunAUMAn Yosur Khan Bahadur amd— Q TLe 
Council will be pleased to observe that this amendment refers to el&uM (*/) of 
soeticm 60, and is not comprised within the group of clauses to which the

S ? a very small portion of the coranm n ity The books in these libraries will bo 
most entirety m Luglinh, which probably not 5 percent of the population will 
read 1 do not think it fair to compare mufnasal Municipalities with Calcutta, 
where we have a veiy large proportion of the community highly educated, and 
in this respect I think a distinction should be made between the Calcutta 
Municipal Act and the Bill new before the Council” 

The Hon*b!e Me Gkihlet said — u The amendment regarding 'libraries’ 
will doubtless commend itself to many, though it might conveniently have 
be&a brought forward at a much earlier stage of this BtlT, so as to have per 
nutted of local opinion being obtained, and of its being considered by the 
Select Commattce The proper place, however, for it would bo among clauses 
8 to 11 , for a library, as the Ilos'st,? Mh Pkatt hai said, k undoubtedly a 
luxury which should not bo permitted or indulged in until all ordinaly expend l 
turfi has been provided A library mast be free, and it may bo necessary to 
impose a library rate, for there is the question of maintenance to be considered 
In most omfflaaal stations there is a library for Europeans, and X feel no doubt 
that if free municipal libraries were started, the committees of many of these 
European libraries would be able to present many of their superfluous books 
to it, and gifts might also bo expected from persons leaving a station on trans 
for The idea of municipal libraries ia one to bo encouraged If, than, the 
sense of this meeting is in favour of the proposal, I would suggest that the 
following words bo placed either after clause M or before dause (vui)-— 
1 the establishment and maintenance of pubko libraries tn 

The Hon’ble ifu Eishji said — w I fully accept the principle upon which the 
establishment and maintenance of free libraries is permitted in the Calcutta 
Municipality, namely, that m questions of this kind we should give full disero 
turn to the Corporation Unfortunately m this particular case the proposal has 
been brought forward so late m the day that we have not been able to obtain 
any expression of opinion from the Municipal)ties which arc concerned I 
think that theoretically the matter may be taken as an open one I regret 
I cannot altogether agree with my hon'ble friend Mr Pratt, or my horr ble 
friend ou my left (Maulyi Muhammad Yusuf) that a library is merely a 
luxury 1 know that m the stations of Gaya end fiangpur the people were 
much benefited by the establishment Of libraries which were the gifts made by 
certain Judges Ob their retirement, and that they were much resorted to, and 
I should not be at all surprised to find that the Municipalities of those stations 
did contribute towoftit the support of those institutions But it is quite clear 
that the interpretation wInch the Hon’bio Mover of the amendment attempted 
to put upon the section is not tenable Yon cannot say that libraries ore effhar 
school# or hospitals It is also equally clear that any library which m#j be 
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established or contributed to, moat be a free library "which is a distinct omission 
id the terms of the amendment and I do not know that it would not bo wall to 
consider tha provisions of the English Libraries! Act which restricts the con 
tnbuUon by tho local authority to a penny in the pound, or one two hundred 
and fortieth part of tho annual income, or say about a pia in the rupee 
Whether some limitation of thm kind should not I* attached to tho provision 
]g a matter for consideration, but 1 am perfectly sure that if the amendment 
ift accepted, it should come after clause (xi), so that it may he included among 
the forms of expenditure, which should only be undertaken alter all the other 
forma oi expenditure which are mentioned have been met and disposed of 
Subject to that condition, I am prepared to vote for the amendment at a 
provision of the same category at thoea specified in clauses (vm) to (xi) The 
question is entirely an open one for the Council to determine 11 

The Hon’bla the Phesteent said — 111 1 think that this amendment ought to 
be allowed I consider that the range of Subjects over which this section B 
travels u so large, and embraces so many useful purpose*, that X cannot ia r a 
moment conceive why tins very useful purpose, the establishment and. main 
tenance of libraries, should not also be included A inan ? s education does not 
end when ha loaves school, he begins then to mature what he has learned 
before, and a library is very nweasary far that purpose, and taking tho 
proposal in connection with the establishment anil maintenance of schools 
for which provmon is made in the Bill, X cannot conceive a more useful purpwe 
But whether this provision should be inserted where it is proposed by the 
Hobble Mover oi tho amendment, as an addition to clausa (vj, or where the 
Hon'ble Mr Gnmloy suggests it should come, is for the Hon’bio Member m 
l barge of the Bill tn consider n 

The Hon-ble Mr B islet, by way of amendment, moved that the fellow 
ing new clause bo inserted after clause (n), m section G — 

“(m) the establishment and maintenance of free libraries 

Also that tho remaining clauses of the new section flfl be re numbered 
accordingly, and that in tbo proviso to the same suction for 11 si ” tho figures 
be read

The Handle Badu Guru Frosfud 8ek, continuing, said — ff I am umply 
illustrating my point Tho acquisition of land vfas for the purposes of the 
faouepur fmr On turning to the law, you will find that there is not lung in 
the Uir to justify the expenditure of money for such u purpose, and if m that 
instance money could be expended beyond the sanction of the law, what would 
thero be to prevent it being dnne m regard to the matter now under diecussion 
Again, tho subject of deterioration of cattle m this country attracted attention 
long ago In 1871 there was a Communion, and an elaborate report was 
drawn up, after a searching enquiry The Commission determined the causes 
and pointed out remedies It ts only the Imperial Legislature which can,, to 
some extent, grapple with the causes, and it is the Imperial exchequer which 
alone can supply sufficient funds for Dairying out thoromodiee We have 
waited these twenty five years without taking any initiative whatever, ex cep 
mg, perhaps, the formation of a veterinary school at Belgaclna two or three 
years ago, and now it appears to me somewhat odd that the first experiments 
regarding this matter should commence with local funds It is not lair, 
I submit, that to cany out the suggestions of that commission or to try ex pan 
ments money should be spent from local funds The subject is one of 
Imperial interest Of at least of Provincial concern We here in Bengal enter 
tain a costly establishment under a Director of Land Record* and Agriculture 
To outsiders it appears from the work turned out that this Department is 
dying of inanition The proper course possibly would be to give it wort, and 
work for which at least the Provincial funds should be available But 
certainly I am sure that die money for these purposes should not come out of 
municipal funds Look at the state of those funds You have m all about 
AJ lakhs rained by 146 Mutucipahues, under municipal administration, you

wh p n they have not only themselves, who supply the rates, but five sixths of 
their fellowmen, who do not pay the rates to £ook te? With theae remark^ I

The HWble Me Riolev said — H The Council haa nothing to dv with tho 
Question whether veterinary medicine and surgery are Or are not wanted in India 
That point has been settled long ago by authority The Cattle Plague Commie 
non m 1670, Dr Voelrker in 18®, and Dr Fleming in his various writings had 
said the last word on the subject Their conclusion is that enormous numbers of 
cattle and horses die every year from preventable causes, and Dr Fleming* the 
leading expert on the subject,-—an expert with special Indian eapenance—osti 
mated the yearly loaa on this account, tho yearly diminution of the wealth of 
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the country, at nine millioni sterling If anyone is roah enough to attempt to 
go behind tfcue mass of evidence, ail 1 can say is that that person will hare a 
Tory long day's work By the time ho hat read the literature ho will probably 
have loarnod enough to qualify him to agree with the experts Jr ha hoe 
not, his opinion may he neglected The real question before the Council 
is—Can. Municipalities, and local bodies generally, properly be empowered to 
contribute to veterinary schemes? Thins only a part of the larger question of 
which much b&refreen heard m Europe and is likely to bo heard in tins 
country—What is the proper division of functions between the Central Govern 
ment and the organs of Local Government ? Much has been written on thl* 
subject of late years, and all wntera of whatever school and whatever nation> 
agree that the principle of general and particular interest governs the divi 
won—what affects the whole society is done by the Central Government;, what 
n specially needed by a locality or minor division is usually done by the latter 
All who have touched the subject, whether practical politicians like 
Mr Goschen or theoretical economists like those of the continental school, 
accept this principle, wbteh, after all, u the plainest common sense f a«k that 
this principle be applied to what is proposed by the Government It is to the 

g eneral interest of the people of the Province that veterinary practitioners, 
ku medical praotitionera, should be properly trained, bo that they may cure 
and not kill Therefore Government started, as it has lone here, and as 
other Government* have done in Bombay and Lahore, Veterinary Colleges 
These ('olleges further serve ths interest of the society generally hy opening 
respectable and lucrative farcers to educated young men of the over crowded 
middle classed. The ton version of the existing school here into a college, and 
the raising of the scales of pay will greatly improve the prospects of tlio men 
who take up this hoe it is also to the interests of Society generally that 
veterinary practitioners and veterinary institutions should bo subject to 
inspection and control For this reason the Government provides an inspect¬ 
ing and controlling qtuff As to the practical working of the scheme, the 
Hon’blo Mr Fmucane is better acquainted than I am with the administrative 
details, bat I understand the general idua is to place before the local bodice

dispensaries some income might be secured by charging fees an A reasonable 
ecale, to l>e approved by local bodies and Commissioners of Divisions, for 
the treatment of harass and cattle belonging to well to do individual*! or com 
panic* A scheme thus framed is precisely in accordance With the principle 
which I have quoted It puts upon local funds matters of particular interest— 
dispensaries which will serve a special area and so forth,—and it leaves matter* 
of general interest to Provincial funds Municipalities will, moreover, have 
another source of income to help them in the form of rhe fine* realised under 
the Act of 18 Gil for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals Daring the five 
years ending 189* 95, receipts from that source increased in mufassal Mmnaipa 
htiofl from Kb 5,000 to Kb 28,000, and the Government of India have aanctionad 
the continuance of the existing arrangement for a further period of five yeans 
This concession will, no doubt, be maintained as an inducement to MumcipaJi 
ties to interest themselves in veterinary undertakings

of the Gauges in Arroh In regard to mules, where Government failed Mum 
cipalitics might sjuceod At any rate Municipalities will not attempt to breed 
them unless there is a fair prospect of remuneration The Defence Association 
bait no authority for their □ pinion As for the Bengal National Chamber of Com 
meroe, its opinion, taken os a whole, is that the proposed system will be to the 
advantage of Municipalities Most of the Municipalities have declared in 
favour of the scheme The Hon’ble Mover of the amendment has laid 
special stress upon the remark* of Mr Hourdillon, the Commissioner of the 
Patna Division It is true that Mr Bourdulon says 1 Besides the foot that

Officiating Commissioner of tins Orissa Di vision, is also, as a whole, in favour 
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cf tho section, under certain reservations In regard to the purchaHO of I plo t 
of land at Sonepur, an unfair attempt has been mifdo to prejudice those who 
have brought it about What uathe nra of Local Self Government if local 
bodies are not to be trusted to nom& extent? The Sonepur District Board 
proposed tho purchase, and the espanditme was parfottly legal Beforo tho 
purUiaec was completed, the local Government declined at fttac to giro 
sunctior, but said that if the District Boaul pir^sod the point and nhowod good 
cause, the necessary sanction would bo given They did show cauie* Hud 
Sir Charles Elliott accorded his sanction to Gho arianpcm&nt This was done in 
the interests of sanitation and for the better regulation ot a grout fair, and 
it is well known that Sonepur during its annual groat fan is the Centro ot 
cholera 

H I have also to say that the acihomo on which tho Municipalities have 
recorded their opinions t? distinctly less favourable to them than the nehemo M 
it now stands The forme* said nothing about the combination of all tho local 
bodies in a district, an arrangement which obviously light cun the burden of 
any particular Municipality Nevertheless 102 Municipalities are for, and cmlifc 
'Tt arc agninst, it Had they bad bcfoio thorn tho scheme -a-n it now stands, 
I have ut-tle doubt that the opmon would have been unanimous Anyhow 
I have stated the fact* A dehtute proposal ha* bran put before. the local 
anthontiea, and all hut an insignificant minority have accepted it What 
happens next? Tho professed advocate* of IxhjuI Self Gcveminent turn 
round and laboriously discredit tho atrfion of local authorities whom they 
themselves represent I confess I do not understand the position If the 
Council cannot trust tho elective Municipalities to know their own minds* how 
can these bodies he trusted to do anything—to eleat a member of Council 
for example What is the good of them v That u net what I aay, but wliat 
the supposed friends of Local belf Government have been saying this day 
But people must be consistent One cannot face both way*—swear by 
Local Self Government when it suits one 1 * purpose ftT *d disown it when it 
produces unexpected results I note that what I will call tho coercion argument 
has been made use of m the Council to day and has apparently had its weight 
with tho Hon’tile Member for tbe Trades 1 Association Now thm talk about 
coercion, reminds mo of the famous examination answer, which everybody

That is ]ust tho way of Munichpntitiea They am noble institution*, but if 
you drive them f they wdt not do so,’ particularly jf you want to drive them 
to do something which the law leaves optional with them 

** In couLluaion, I trust Seriously that tho Council will 1 eject all the amend 
meats 011 tlna subject, and pass the proviwoiis m the Bill as they stand The 
Rill is a deliberate and well considered attempt to deal with a very dilhcult 
problem It deals with it, as I have shown, cm recognised principle*, and in 
the present stage of tho Question wo are bound to bo comprehensive We 
are some extent feeling oar w&y We arc also bound, as far as posaiblo, to

The Hobble Eii Essan Chiisj-jha Bfrmu Bahadur said — if I happen to 
bo the Chairman of a neighbouring Municipality, nnd J think I ought to say 
something Before making an j remarks upon the subject of the amendment now 
before the Council, I may intone Hobble Meml>ers that some two or three years 
ago the Commissioner* of tlio XIooghly and Uhui&ura Municipality puichosed 
a very fine bull at u cost of Rs 2U0 end hue boon maintaining it at an expendi 
tura of Ra lo or Ra Ifl a month, but it unfortunately so happen ed that tho 
animal got sick and there was no body m the district who was ablo to discover 
the disease from which the animal suffered and to treat it, and the animal is 
still suffering I may also inform the Council that the District Board ot 
HooghlVjOf which I am a member^ pa^eed a resolution ronommending a scholar 
ship to bo man to any one who would study in the Veterinary College ti Ed 
gatohru, and then practise as * Veterinary Surgeon in the Booghly district 
That resolution was passed by the representatives of tile people not under 
pressure from any quarter, but in due dmhjrgo of their duties 'I hey have 
under the proaemt law committed an illegality, hut I may say in their defence 
that they done a little legal wrong to do a grtat right 1 am in a position to 
»ay that there is a growing want for improvement m the brood o£ cattle, and X 
therefore submit that it is not quite the pro|>er thing to object to the clauses 
under discussion To the Indian peasant cattle is of more concern than roads 
and bndgee, and looking to the constitution of the municipal fund, and the 
ekes ol people who pav the rates, I submit that a pen Lon of those funds should 
be devoted to the relief of diseased cattle Something has boon said m the 
reports that have been read by the EWble Mover of the amendment about the 
novelty of the scheme op orating as an inducement to Municipal Commissioners 
to spend money upon it I nnu&t say J do not relish that remark Humoi 
pahties m Bengal are now represented mostly by elected OniunuBHioneraj and 
the men so elected are not likely to fritter away the municipal fund through 
official pressure, they have their independent judgments, and I do not flpute 
oiite the remark that the Commissioners will be attracted by tha novelty of the 
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Lastly, I would observe that Hindus have a very sacred veneration for the 
bovine dan*, and a measure like this, which tends to the improvement of that 
clue of animals, will bu welcome to the Hindus It will be equally wol ome to 
the Unhammadflu and the Christian counmumiios It is said that municipal 
muds ought not to he spent for thus purpose, but m fact bulls and other 
animals ate kept by Hummpahtiea for conservancy purposes, and they require 
some such person as a Veterinary Surgeon to look after them Ther&fore I 
submit there can be no possible objection to these clause* of the Bill, and I

fiuiti to auoh a desirable object At ’cast they should have the power to 
do to, and be in apo 4 mon to eserctso I hat power whenever they are inclined 
mid willing to spend money in this direction after other necessary purposes 
have been satisfied 

o Jt tii ust be remembered that these clauses comprehend the treatment of cattle 
both within municipal limits and outside smell limits, but the fact that cattle 
coming from outside tbo municipal limits are to bo benefited by the operation 
cf these clauses affoids no ground for the rejection el those clauses 
HotipitaU and sthoot* situated within a Municipality are institutions by which 
the population general is benefited their usefulness ia not confined to those 
only who reside within municipal limits it has never been made an objection 
that because persons residing outside -municipal limits are benefited by schools 
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ftitd hospitals, therefore municipal fends should not be expended for the mam ten 
onoe »nd support of schools and hospitals In the same way cattle within 
mumcipAl limits will be benefited by the operation of these clauses, and there 
should be no objection baaed on the benefit being extended to areas outside the 
municipal limits or shared in by persona living outside each areas 

u I bo Muhammadan bodies who were invited to give their opinion 
on this Bill have exnrr&scjd tiiem^elres in favour of the inclusion of those 
clauses m the Jill I In East Bengal the bulk of the eta*4 population consists 

of Muhammadans, in Bihar the culiiVutmg clnas consists both of Hindus 
and Muhammadans But whether Hindus or Muhammadans, the ignorance 
which prevails id the country in regflid to tbe treatment df cattle is simply 
appalling Even jafafreff, ignorant and useless as they arc, mo difficult to got 
at These satnircc^ it is said, wort very much by the rule of tlio ihuuib, utnl 
they bill more cattle than they euro by their treatment Nobody is moio 
fully acquainted wnh the condition ol BiWr than the hobble movti of the 
amendment I appeal to him to any whether the Bihar raiyati have eny 
knowledge how to treat cattle, and whether it ia not & fact that cattle there aro 
by hundred* and thousands every day, the people being powerless 
in the matter and wholly apathetic, attributing the result to divine visitation 
I have taken care to Wortaiu the state of feeding of the people on this 
question, and I find that these clauses are generally accepted se a boon to 
ttie country, and that the Muhammadan fooling is very keen in favour of 
the Bill in fact l have been told that the Bill falls short of what it ought to bo, 
that this jneuhuie should have been made one ot the chief object* of municipal 
admimsbutinn, and not be allowed to havo a place givtrtt to it wheie it might 
rttnam a dead letter As, however, therein no motion before tho Council in the 
direction of making the provision more stringent, I must bo content with what 
we Lava m the Bill But I certainly Bay that to deprcvu tba population of tho 
benefit to ho dauved from the twining and omploym&nt of veterinary pructi 
turners, liecautifl it m tho duty of the Government to proviJo for it, i* not a just 
appreciation of the dutura of tbe municipal bodies also that to refuse to accept 
powei, because the power might bo abused, us not showing that confidence in the 
Municipalities generally which they, in my opinion, fully deserve I would vote 
against tho amendment ' 

The Iloidhlo Mb If 6 Das said There cannot bo any general objection 
to the introduction, into tho Municipal Act, ol ft proviso relating to votciinuiry 
matter* Mudi haa been already said on the subject, but it strikes mo that now 
that eertain Agricultural aicas arc included within municipal limits,. it becomes 
the legitimate duty of the Mumcipolity, whou funds can be spared for the pur 
pose, to do something to winds improving the breed of cattle in the country* and 
we <»rmot do a greater service to tbe agricultural population tlian to improve 
tiie breed of entile i Ain glad to hoar that tho Jloognly Municipality Lave been 
maintaining a bull for thu puipose I always thought tho disappearance of the 
old BraAmm bull, which was a fine specimen of a bull* was duo to tho avancc 
of Municipal it ies The Brahmmi bull, which is dedicated to an idol, is often 
found in Municipalities in the scavenging cart, and I am glad to soo that ono 
Municipality at least has exhibited its seal for the atonement of tlio socnWi 
oub misappropriations by purchasing and maintaining a bull specially for the 
purpose of improving the breed of cattle Ab regards tlio remark that the 
attempt to establish veterinary dispensaries m certain places has proved a 
failure, I think that m a country hfce India any new institution must bo 
launched under tho most favourable circumstances, and efforts should be mado 
to mo that the people tako to it Conservative people like those in India will 
not easily take to new institutions When the Cattle Commission sat, I be!seve 
that two or throe years before that there was a good deal of cuttle disease iti 
Bengal, and stops weio taken by tbo Government to chock it It was tliQa 
in the contemplation uf tho Government to meet the expense of preventive 
measures from tbe revenues derived from pounds Now that revenue yooa to 
Municipalities, and I think therefore that they umy be well called up m to 
devote a portion of this fund for veterinary purposes I do not think wo shall 
got a favourable answer from tbe HWbJe Member m charge of the Bill as to 
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willing to give grant-m aid to such local bodies as may bo willing to employ 
veterinary Assistant* and establish veterm«y dtipeDBbrioa Mara jt cannot be 
expected to do As to die other view that private individuals should pay for 
veterinary aid if they require it, 1 admit there is more to be said lor it It is, 
I think, quite true that what we ought to aim at, and what we tn fact are 
aiming at, i§ the attainment of a stage when each individual piopnotor or 
each individual raiyat m other owner of cattle will pay for the services 
rendered by veterinary hecntiat&s to him personally This, ae every one 
acquainted with the iwb fcutat kn&Wfl, at present is impracticable of attainment, 
and therefore wa loot to the smallest aggregate of individual*, or, in other 
word*, to the smallest local body that wo can reasonably look to, ojs the 
unit for employment and payment, for the present, of Vut&rinnry Adsmtuftte 
for semcoH locally rendered It u hoped and believed thnU&rgu propiictore 
will employ some of the Veterinary A&ustauta on their onn estates, and 
the Government and Court of Wards will, oa a matter of ooaise, pay 
for such Veterinary AsEBtants a* may bo required ou estates managed by 
thorn respectively But this is not enough We desire to enlist the co opera 
taoti of local bodies, knowing that ewen if Government were to Bond Veterinary 
Asa Latent* to the mufaa&at as Govern ment Agents, they would be at hint 
regarded with suspicion, and would not be given a fair Opportunity to show 
what they £un accomplish For thin among other reasons we Ilelvo asked local 
bodies whether they are willing to help m the matter, but wo do not desire to 
force them to do so What is their answer ? 

“I have looked thiaugh morf of the reports which wo have received on 
tins Bill, and find, as wo have been already told by Mr Ibttloy, that of 10t# 
Municipalities no loss than 102 are in favour of the piovitflons which the 
Ilon'ble Member would eliminate, and only 7 against them But the Hon’bfc 
Member says two or three Comniiflfiioneis and au mi portent body like tho 
Bihar Indigo Planters 7 Association arc against the allocation of any pait of 
municipal cr District Board Funds to purpoaes of the kind llo ioon not, 
howOvtij refer to the opinions of the sis other ComnnsHionore oi of the 102 
Municipalities or of many Public Associations who hold that it is right to 

S \a Municipalities the powers proposed to bo given under this Bill, and ho 
not examine the arguments of the few Commissioners and Associations 
who hold the iame views an himself The reasons given by the Commit 
fiiouers to whoso reports he has referred aro, that thoro is no demand for 
vetormaiy asairtanoc among natives of this couniry, that tho people aro too 
ignorant to appreciate it* advantage, and therefore that the ptuvisions ol tho 
Bill now nudu onsideration, however |audablo their object may be, will 
remain a dead ^tei In answer to such arguments I would submit that somo 
of tho more enlightened Municipalities have already applied for Yetenn&ry 
Assistants, and others have expressed their intention to do so if the law penmte 
them, and so far is it from being a fact that Veterinary Assist ante have failed 
wherever they have boon tried, the exact mveraq is the case 

H ThoHon’bln Member boa referred to the Bihar Indigo Planters* Association 
m support of his amend ment What does that Association say riieu Sucre 
tary writes

to construct, maintain and improve squares and cardene That appears to me 
to cover every conceivable case which would otherwise fall under the proposal 
of the Hobble Mover of the amendment As regards the question of physical 
education, section U0, clause (5) empowers mnineipaUties to provide for the 
establish ment and maintenance ot aohooh, and I conceive that physical eduua

object is good, tho object should be well defined as an object for which, 
municipal fan is can bo expended We have shewn, so far as the application

municipal]ties,, you will find that the revenue proper of all the mUDimpfllitioa 
taken together amouii ted during tho year under review to JLi 21,34,000, and 
tho expenditure under those hoada which are not matters of discretion was 
ft b 2I,72,fiG0 t excluding public instruction, winch, under tho Bill as amended 
by the Select Committee, has now been made a subject of compulsory ox non 
diture Therefore, assuming that the disoiution of tho municipality will bo

vote against the amendment The mam reason 1 advanced at tho bet meeting

charge of the Bill, and I mutt therefore vote against tt in its present form ” 

The Hoo’blo Baev Sub etc pea hate Bav&kjee said — sf If the observations 
■which have been made by tho Hon'ble Member in charge of the Bill are to he 
accepted, then a large number of the amendments on the agenda paper should 
not nod a place there at all, for a great many of them have reference to matters 
in respect of which the Municipalities wore not consulted The very foot of 
these amen dm outs being allowed to appear on the agenda paper, shows that it 
was intended they should be considered, and not summarily rejected I do not 
think the Hon'ble Member in chargo of the Bill seriously means to take hit 
stand on this objection That object 1 on wag brought forward on previous 
occasions, and lias been effectually disposed of The real orttx of the 
matter is, whether or nut this amendment » covered by the objects set 

forth m the Bill, and to which Municipal funds may ho applied Is 

thus amendment necessary or is it not? The Hon’ble Member in charge 
of the Bill is of opinion that it is not necessary, because it is ‘included 
m the provisions of the Bill which have been already accepted Hib 

contention is that, having provided for the construction and maintenance 

of squares and gardens, that provision includes the leaving of open spaces 
But if we have provided for squares and gardens, we should also 
provide for open spaces for the promotion of physical education And if 
there is an element of doubt as to whether tbe objects contemplated by this 
amendment are id eluded m tlus provision relating to squares and gardens, 
end that there u this element of doubt, the fact of tbe amendment being brought 
forward by my bon 1 bio friend, who is a distinguished lawyer, is sufficient 
evidence—it soeme to me to be the plain duly of tbe Council to act this 
doubt at rest by accepting the amendment The quection is—do squares 
include open spaces?

We 
ought to take a common eansc view of the matter There may be a doubt as

The Hon'ble MilftVt Muhammad Yujjuf Kean Bahadur »sd — 1 “In moving 
this amendment the Hou’ble Member has, in kind, courteous and flattering terra*, 
appealed to me aa the representative of a manly race m this Council I have 
considered hit appeal, and I have to respond to it according to the best light m 
which the question progenia itself to mo There can be no doubt that the objects 
which my hon'bl e friend bos in view are, in the abstract, very laudable, and are 
m every way commendable, so that no possible objection could bt taken to them, 
considered apart from their connection with Municipal administration But 
the quantum arises, id what light arc they to be considered id relation to their 
bearing 5 and connection with the Municipal Bill? The position winch the 
Hon'blo Member has assigned to his amendment li to place it after danse (vu), 
snd that danse ia not included m tbe clauses which are covered by the proviso, 
and up jd which the proviso operates [The Hon'ble Mr A M Bos# — ‘‘I have 
no objection to let it bo included with the other danaas mentioned m the 
proviso ”]. It is with reference to the amendment, as prepaid, that f make toy 
observations A queatjsn has boon reia&d whether ‘open spao»' intended 
for physical education within the meaning of the contention of my hon'ble 
friend the mover of the amendment, are included in clause (i) under the terms 
' square! and gardens’ or in clause (i) within tbe language tired, vis-, * estab 
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tishmant and maintenance of schools 7 Thug qu^iofi ig somewhat different 
from the one bow raised The HWblu Member, who has last spoken, haft argued 
that if the substance qf the amendment a included in these other ulauges, 
then why not remove all doubt by gmugto the requirements of physical educa 
turn* a substantive place m the But t To me the matter occur* id this wise 
assuming that what is required m the ammadtuont is included id the ousting 
clauson, it ia quite clear that the inclusion is in a must remote and indirect Way 
The primary and direct object of clause (ij ia the construction and maintenance 
of squares and pardons no doubt it may be the indirect result of having 
squares and gardens that health might he improved , but the squares have only 
a remote bearing on the question of promotion of health as the result of 
physical education which IA rawed in the amendment , so algo as regards schools 
the primary and main object of a school is te impart intellectual education, 
and physical education is only a subordinate idea 

il We must therefore t*to it that the objects for which it w the intention 
of the Legislature that clauses (i) and (s>) should provide, are something different 
from the 'promotion of physical education ’ 

"The amendment therefore raises a new and important question It 
proposes to give to the meant of physical education a separate heading, 
and it is oontended that logmlativo su maloti and recognition should be given

"With our knowledge of the state of the Municipal fund*, it » clear that 
it Is »«t to impossible that we should ask the Mumcipahties to devote 
funds for this particular purpura Want of funds is the groat objection 
against the mmetidment m it stands, sad on account of want of funds it 
is impossible to vote ter it My hon'ble friend, Mr Berne, has referred to 
the expenditure! of money ter veterinary purposes, and hoe said that m 
regard to legislative necessity, a provision for phyptoal education stands *t 
least on an equal footing with the provision ter the treatment of cattle I 
Say it does not necessarily follow, because it is oipodiant to logo-late for the 
treatment of c%trtte T it is also neoemary to legislate id the matter of phy 
flical education The two oaaeiB, us matters at present stand, ore not parallel 
Wo legislate according to the fliroumutancus of the people and their wants fund 
netieutbee If people generally hod sufficient knowledge of the use of drugs 
in the treatment of cattle* and had evinced intelligence on that subject, then* 
this Council would not have been driven to legisKte on it The necessity of 
legislation on the subject annas from the general ignorance of the population 
which requires to ba taught its tins re*p*ut and instructed by more skilful 
people The some could not bo said of physical education it cannot be said 
that people do not appreciate its bon elite, and are incapable of providing funds 
for that purpose, or ore not possessed of sufficient opportunities there are plenty 
of open spaces in mufooial Municipalities at no inconvenient distance The 
noeOwity foe lejpslsitioii has not therefore been shown 11 


The Hou’ble Mb. M. B Das said —" The real question at issue between the 
flotfble Member in charge of the Bill and the Bou’bLc Mover of the amendment, 
u ter oa I utid&rtrtond it, is wh^thor it I* the legitimate province of Municipalities 
to devote a portion of their funds to acquire open apace* ter the purpose of pro 
meting physical education There ib no difimeuco, I understand, as to the 
meaning to be attached to squares and gardens. Squares arc open spaces, and 
no particular Legal ko otfledge or legal education ib necessary to interpret the 
amendment The teal question is whether Municipal funds should be devoted 
to purposes of physical education I thmk this ought not to be allowed, and 
my reasons for Haying so are these. If the Huif bis Mover of tho amendment 
wishes to make provision for moro physical education than is included m the 
clause for the establishment and maintenance of schools, I am sorry I cannot 
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ruts for kiTu Physical education ia a thing winch the people hare now learned 
to appreciate and it it in the duty of Municipalities to promote phymcal 
education, it is much more ihe duty ot parents to do so raranta should tie 
made to ecu tribute towards the expense of keeping up instil utions for the pur 
pi ;,bo of imparting; physical education Under the prou&ion for the maintenance 
of schools this object is attuned, to a certain estentj by fool which oome from 
the pockets of parents, but, by this amendment, open spaces for the promotion of 
physical education are to be lcept up entirely at the coat of Municipalities For

The Hon'blu Me Geuhley said —^Tho amendment proposes to make two 
additions to the objects on. which municipal funds may be legitimately 
expanded, namely, the acquiring and keeping of open spaces and the promo 
tion of physical education They are both very dean able objects, and 
I strongly sympathise with the lion 1 bio Mover of the amendment in his desire 
that moans should be provided for the physical exercise and relaxation of 
the people T but it seems to me—and I have bad some experience in considering

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INSANITARY CONDITION OF GARDEN REACH WARDS 

The Oon’blc- Mil Gi-JUDaroKB uiked— 

Has tho attention of the Government been drawn to tha dangerously 
insanitary condition of tho Garden React Wards of tho South Suburban 
Municipality, and in particular to the almost impassable condition of the Garden 
Reach Read which connects an important district of the Suburbs with Calcutta P 
Will the Government be pleas#! to state what steps it n proposed to take to 
compel this Municipality to discharge its ordinary duties in respect of these 
Wards ? 

The IIon f bio Mb Riglpt replied -— 

“The attention of Government was called to the insanitary condition of 
the baatis m the Garden Reach Wards of the South Suburban Municipality m 
1804 by a report tn which Burgeon Lieutenant Colonel Putt, then Civil Surgeon 
of the 34 PUrganas, described them os 1 wanting m the very rudimentary 
conditions of health/ and complained that the Municipal Commissioners * could 
not ho roused to mate any serious efforts to improve the condition ef these 
bastis* Since then repeated attempts hnve been made to induce the Comm is 
sinners to improve the sanitary arrangements of Garden Ranch, but the 
Magistrate states that little has been done, and that the conservancy of the 
locality is fitill earned on by a Contractor under ft system which the Cominnt 
aionere have admitted to be unsatisfactory Soma drams have been cleared 
and levelled] and the Bfcrootft are said to bo bettor swept, but as there is only 
ore Overseer for the whole Municipality,, covering an area of over thirty square 
miles, and the conservancy staff in Garden Reach constats of two sweepers and 
six coolies with three conservancy carts, no real improvement cun be looked 
for Tho ComimBaionors have admitted that the Municipality is too large and 
scattered (ct efficient management and have applied to Government to sub 
divide it Orders will be passed on their application os boon aft certain inquiries 
have been completed 

u The Garden Reach Road has been much neglected for many years , and 
is now m a very bed state An officer of the Public Works Department has 
been deputed to report upon it, and os icon as his report is received, tho 
Lieutenant Governor will consider whether on order should not bo pasted under 
section 84 of the Muni cipal Act requiring tho Commissi on era to repa r tho 
road within a fixed tune, failing which the work will be done by the Magistrate 
and the cost recovered from the Municipal Fund,”

The Hnn’ble Mu Ei&uc? said — u It does appear at first sight that the 
amendment now proposed is the logical sequence of the amendment, which was 
introduced in a similar' section relating to the registration of carts, but I am 
deposed to think that it is redly not parallel, and that it would he 
dangerous to act on the assumption that the two sections should be dealt with m 
precisely the same manner To make this dear, I must refer to the amendment 
in thB section relating to the registration of carts fsection 14 That section is 
based upon, and is justified by, what is known as the Chau duna curt case, a piano 
which is a small municipal town in Khulna It has lived to the twelfth year of 
its existence on the revenue dermd from the registration of carls, and m fact 
has no otho income, worth speaking of Certain Orders of the High Court had 
the effect o! killing the municipality, and it is now dead Certain carters, who 
resided outside the municipality and kept their carts outside the municipality, 
used their carts withm the municipality regularly daring two days in the week 
(Wednesdays and Sundays) for the purpose of attending a very largo h&t bold 
there, and the chief staple of train in that Mt was date sugar It was alleged that 
over 700 carts want to the Mi regularly on those two days of the weak, and of 
course cut up tho roads to pieces The particular cose to which I referred was 
against certain carters who were prosecuted for not taking out a license from that 
municipality The Deputy Magistrate hold that those carts did not fall within the 

E nmflw of section 142, and than the Chairman of the Municipality set Mi fifonmo 
oxiGhoue in motion, and he applied to the High Court for a decision in the matter 
The High Court said it was not authorised to lotorfcra m cases of acquittal, 
except upon application made by tho Local Government, and they referred to 
tho Dinapnro cose, which was referred to at the last meeting of tho Council, 
as a case which would bo of use in any application which might be made to 
the Government Application was accordingly mode to the Government to 
order the institution of an appeal against the decision of tho Deputy Magm 
irate An order was issued, and tho cose went to tho High Court, who, 
m their judgment interpreted the words * habitually need 1 to mean practically 
^in the ordinary oourao of buBinofs* In the amend m ant which has been 
introduced in section 142, wo have gone a good deal beyond the principle 
laid down in this judgment, we extend tho law and no doubt we make it 
more stringent, but as far as carts distinguished from carriages aro concerned, 
the Select Committee held that we are justified m what we have done on 
certain grouud^/iratfy, by the grait damage which carts, with their narrow 
tirea ana wide axles and heavy loads, do to the roads which they pas* 
over, particularly to municipal roads in the nmfassal, which are made of 
brick metal and not of stone, by the tact that carts, which ara 

not kept within a municipality, ore brought in qel particular duys for 
purposes of profit arising out of operations connected with the uraii., omenta 
at the municipality, thirdly } and this is important, that the carts uaud 
i u this way are used angularly As the Ubairmun of one municipality vciy 
forcibly said, in mO&t municipalities to which the Section applies, AH <l(t}s 
are well known days, and those carta conic m regularly on those- days, 
they do not coma in casually— sometime! on one day and sometimes on 
another, moreover, tho fact of the days being regular and known to every 
body beforehand, renders it possible to have «omo systematic check iverthe

be pounced upon by the municipality and compelled to pay a carnage tss when 
he ms already paid it in Calcutta? Tine is a typical caso in regard to native 
gentlemen Then, m regards European gentleman, there ia a certain club 10 
Tohygungu , suppose a ecittloinan goos there twice a. week m pursuit pf physical 
education, would it nut he hard that ho should pay a second carnage tfls ? The 
cases winch I have instanced are not, I think, cases m which it can ho said that 
the carnages are used m the ‘ordinary course, of bustne&B ! You will intro 
duce enormous difficulties, you will not he able to distinguish between 
carriages used for busman# and carngas used for pleasure, and I think we can 
safely venture to euy that the rule which has been accepted for carts will not 
bo applicable to carnages It w ould not be safe to apply the same rule to 
both Til ere ib a provision m the Act that no eart shall pay more thou one 

registration foe, and possibly there should he a similar provision for carnages 
Either you must sweep away tho registration feu in Calcutta, or the South 
Suburban Municapahty will be unable to obtain fEOS within their area Two

Tfio Ilon’ble Mt A M Bose in reply said — “I confess I have heard with 
some litllL surprise the arguments which have been used in regard to this 
amendment, possibly owing to my not having been able to follow the Hobble 
Member, and also peihajis because I thought thu amendment so much a matter 
of course that in moving it I did not tlnnk it necessary to take up the tune of 
tho CWncd But I wish to point oat now that no portion of the speech of 
the Ilon’ble Member in charge of the Hill ib applicable to tho piescat amend 
moot, which simply seeks to define and make intelligible what we mean by 
contain tairn which wc have already adopted in regard tooarriagcfl This 
ia tho history of the mutter There came before the Council a proposal from tho 
Select Comunttoo that in section 142 of the present Act tho wonts ( habitually 
need* should bo struck out, and tho words ‘used m tho ordinary course of 
ba nine na 5 be substituted for them The phrase ‘habitually used 5 is vague and 
undefined, and incapable of proper construction, and one of tho fundamental 
requirements of legislation is that those affected by it ought to be in a position 
to understand with certainty what the law means and what their liabilities 
and obligations under it are On those grounds the words ‘habitually used* 
were struck out Then I pointed out that the emuo words were used in

course of busmens * Ifow what is the meaning of the cipresaon E used m the 
ordinary course of business' ? It has already been defined by this Gounod, 
in accoi dance with the suggestion of the Select Committee that it should mean

the * ordinary course of business ’ aie Uabto to the tan, lather than have cay 
liability ftscortaincd m each case by the far more costly and troublesome piaccget 
of litigation And it is better for municipalities also to know what if is that 
will make camagos liable to the firs witlnu their respective jurisdictions As I 
wild before, I had taken it so much as a matter of course that tho words would 
be taken to mean in section 131 what they arc defined to moan in auction 143, 
that the possibility of any opposition had not entered my mind As to tho

li I have ventured to bring this amendment forward, as it seemed to me 
to bo one of the most important additions which had been made id tho Bdl 
by the Select Committee since it was first introduced mto Council, and I think 
I am not mistaken in saying that Muf nasal Municipalities, Conunissionars of 
Divisions, and Public Association^ have not bad an opportunity of stating their 
opinions on this unpoitant addition Tho r cw sections ought to introduce several 
varying rates which I fear would lend bo considerable difficulty and danger to 
the success of any schemas of water supply wlimh might bo put forward It 
would be admitted that tho health of the inhabitants of a town depended very 
largely on the sources of water supply, and recent events had shown very 
conclusively that this oJl important question of pure water supply waa one 
which must be token strongly in hand Thu being so, it would bo undesirable

inhabitants are called upon to pay tho same rate of wator tax, and those who

Tho Hoit’ble Me RlSLKvsaid fierce with the Hon'blo Movoi of this 
amendment in considering this section of the Bill an important one, and that it 
was unfortunate that all municipalities were not consulted about it It is a section 
which was introduced at a late stage on a representation made- by tho Chair 
man of an important municipality while tho Bell was in Select Committee As 
regards tho two rates in the existing section, it is not clear to mo that they 
affect the question at all Those are maximum rates, and whatever tho section 
of the Bill provides must bo Hubjuflt to tho proviHions contained in the Act as 
to the maximum fates It will probably w simplest to explain precisely how 
this section m the Bill cornu to be drawn up m order to enable a municipality,
